Friends'  World  Commiffee 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Friends’ 
World  Committee  for  Consultation  met  January 
21,  1946  in  Philadelphia  with  the  following  mem- 
bers present:  W.  O.  Mendenhall  (the  new  Chair- 
man of  the  American  Section),  Anna  Griscom 
Elkinton,  William  Eves  III,  Errol  T.  Elliott,  J. 
Passmore  Elkinton,  Hugh  Middleton,  Frederick 
Shorter,  Clarence  E.  Pickett,  Frederick  Tolies, 
Harold  Hadley,  and  Hannah  Stapler. 

W.  O.  Mendenhall  stated  that  the  World 
Committee  is  at  the  beginning  of  its  great  oppor- 
tunity. As  the  relationships  of  Friends  in  one 
country  with  Friends  in  another  are  growing,  it 
is  apparent  that  the  World  Committee  has  a real 
function  as  the  only  organization  representing 
Friends’  groups  everywhere  on  an  equal  basis. 

The  American  Section  of  the  World  Com- 
mittee is  inaugurating  a four-year  plan  covering 
assistance  for  visiting  Friends’  groups  abroad;  as- 
sistance for  Friends  from  abroad  to  visit  Amer- 
ican Friends;  pamphlets  describing  Quakerism 
in  many  lands;  publication  of  Friends  World  News 
(quarterly);  Quaker  literature  translated  into  oth- 
er languages;  Pacific,  European  and  American 
Section  Conferences;  and  the  World  Conference 
of  Friends.  A special  appeal  for  funds  is  being 
made  now  to  form  a WORLD  COMMUNITY 
OF  FRIENDS. 

Harold  Hadley  suggested  the  possibility  of 
combining  with  the  Special  Appeal  for  funds  for 
conferences  and  intervisitation,  the  appeal  for 
relief  to  individual  Friends,  and  Friends’  Meetings 
and  schools,  abroad.  He  pointed  out  that  it  has 
been  the  custom  of  Friends  in  the  past  to  come 
to  the  assistance  of  Friends  in  need  of  help.  He 
suggested  a plan  whereby  a Friends’  Meeting  or 
group  of  Meetings  might  adopt  a Friends’  Meeting 
abroad  and  through  correspondence  establish  a 
personal  relationship  and  sense  of  responsibility. 
Helping  with  the  rebuilding  of  the  Friends’  School 
in  Japan  was  given  as  an  example  of  what  might 
be  done. 

The  Committee  felt  that  the  destruction  of 
Meeting  property  abroad  was  not  great  and  that 
an  appeal  on  that  basis  was  not  justified.  The 
function  of  the  World  Committee  is  to  foster 
personal  and  spiritual  fellowship  among  Friends. 

It  should  base  its  appeal  on  this,  and  educate 
possible  donors  to  an  understanding  of  the  part 
that  the  activities  of  the  World  Committee,  in- 
cluding intervisitation  and  conferences,  play  in 
creating  the  spiritual  bonds  of  Christian  love, 
faith  and  understanding  among  Friends  in  all 
countries.  Material  assistance  when  needed 
should  be  given  through  the  channels  best  equip- 
ped to  render  that  service,  but  spiritual  insight 
and  power  is  the  most  real  and  pressing  need  for 
Friends  and  all  men  in  this  day. 

Harold  Hadley  asked  for  an  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  assist  him  in  the  planning  of  the  fi- 


nancial campaign.  There  is  need  for  Associates  in 
the  field  to  help  raise  funds;  Harold  Hadley  was 
authorized  to  select  Associates  from  various  areas. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Friends  World  News 
will  be  given  a wider  distribution.  In  addition  to 
sending  in  quantity  to  other  countries  for  local 
distribution,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  pastors,  sec- 
retaries and  clerks  of  Friends’  Meeting  here,  as 
well  as  to  each  individual  who  makes  a contribu- 
tion of  at  least  one  dollar  a year  to  the  work  of  the 
Committee.  Frederick  Tolies  will  continue  with 
the  editing  of  “The  Peace  Testimony  of  Friends.” 

Hugh  Middleton  and  Frederick  Shorter  of  the 
A.F.S.C.  foreign  service  staff  which  is  now  ad- 
ministering the  Friend-to-Friend  food  package 
service  gave  a report  of  their  policy  to  date  and 
assured  those  present  that  Friends  abroad  will 
continue  to  receive  regularly  parcels  packed  by 
Friends  here.  The  Committee  felt  that  the 
A*F.S.C.  was  adequately  caring  for  the  food 
package  service  to  Friends  and  were  forwarding 
to  Friends  in  this  country  the  special  requests  re- 
ceived for  clothing  and  other  goods  from  Friends 
abroad.  Frederick  Shorter  was  asked  to  furnish 
a written  report  of  services  rendered  and  money 
spent  in  connection  with  the  food  package  project. 

Letters  received  from  the  Central  Office  in 
London  suggest  that  the  whole  World  Commit- 
tee and  European  Section  meet  before  London 
Yearly  Meeting  in  May,  1946.  It  was  felt  that  it 
was  not  possible  to  hold  a really  representative 
meeting  of  the  Friends’  World  Committee  this 
year.  However,  the  Interim  Committee  will  meet 
and  take  necessary  action  in  this  direction,  mak- 
ing plans  for  financial  assistance  to  insure  repre- 
sentative attendance,  and  so  forth. 

The  Committee  has  had  an  invitation  of  long 
standing  to  meet  in  North  Carolina  around  the 
time  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Plans  will  be  attempt- 
ed accordingly,  either  for  August  before  Yearly 
Meeting,  or  later  in  the  fall. 

Appropriation  of  funds  totalling  $3750  was 
made  to  assist  the  following  Friends  in  their  visits 
abroad:  D.  Elton  Trueblood  to  England  and  the 
Continent;  Gilbert  Bowles  and  a companion  to 
Japan;  Errol  T.  Elliott  to  England  and  the  Con- 
tinent; and  J.  Passmore  and  Anna  G.  Elkinton  to 
England  and  Ireland.  Minutes  will  be  given  to 
these  traveling  Friends.  Kenya  Friends’  in  East 
Africa  are  planning  to  establish  a Yearly  Meet- 
ing this  fall.  Plans  will  be  made  to  have  a World 
Committee  representative  present.

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Reflections  On  Prayer 

One  hesitates  to  write  on  such  a subject,  for 
as  the  Good  Book  says,  “We  know  not  how  to 
pray  as  we  ought;  but  the  Spirit  himself  maketh 
intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot 
be  uttered.” 

As  Quakerism  is  a way  of  life,  so  is  Prayer. 
We  have  seen  many  dear  saints  in  our  own  So- 
ciety, who  were  literally  living  prayers — who 
seemed  to  be  the  consummation  of  our  Master’s 
injunction,  “Be  ye  perfect,  as  your  Father  in 
Heaven  is  perfect.” 

It  would  be  impossible  in  the  space  alloted 
to  consider  all  the  headings  under  which  a prayer 
study  might  come;  there  are  several  which  a 
prayer  study  might  come;  there  are  several  which 
might  arrange  themselves  as  followsl 

1.  What  is  Prayer? 

2.  The  object  of  Prayer. 

3.  Prayer  and  the  Will  of  God. 

4.  Prayer  and  Life. 

5.  Hindrances  to  Prayer. 

6.  The  Bible  and  Prayer. 

7.  Prayer  and  the  spirit  of  worship. 

8.  Prayer  and  the  purpose  of  God. 

It  might  be  a worth-while  exercise  sometime 
to  consider  these  in  order  and  try  and  answer 
them  in  our  own  hearts,  but  for  the  present  let  us 
consider  a phase  of  the  prayer  life,  namely,  prep- 
aration in  the  home  for  daily  living. 

A great  woman  of  our  day  has  said,  “However 
full  of  activity  life  may  be,  something  beyond  is 
needed  to  make  it  perfect,”  some  halls  of  space 
and  avenues  of  leisure  in  the  Soul,  some  long 
reverent  approaches  to  the  interior  mansion  where 
God  and  His  Angels  condescend  to  walk,  the 
silence  that  is  in  the  starry  sky,  the  sleep  that  is 
among  the  lonely  hills.” 

Certainly  we  can  appreciate  the  meaning  of 
this,  in  a world  of  tension  and  strife,  at  a time 
when  many  are  carrying  burdens  beyond  their 
strength.  Most  of  us  feel  the  need  of  that  quiet 
time  at  home  or  elsewhere,  when  through  prayer 
and  meditation  the  pattern  of  the  day  is  set.  Daily 
family  worship  at  a stated  time,  in  the  morning 
or  evening,  will  be  found  invaluable.  If  there  are 
little  children,  let  them  be  exposed  to  this  blessed 
exercise;  let  them  hear  father  and  mother  talking 
to  God.  Often  it  may  seem  dry,  and  possibly 
formal;  disturbances  may  come;  other  times  rich 
rewards  will  follow  to  more  than  compensate. 

The  value  of  Bible  study  as  a preparation  for 
prayer  need  not  be  stressed;  it  is  taken  for  granted. 
The  memorizing  by  our  youth  of  passages  from  the 
Bible  and  texts  has  real  worth.  How  often  in  later 
life,  in  times  of  sorrow  or  stress,  some  word  has 
come  from  the  Testaments  to  bring  healing  and 
peace.  An  effective  ministry  in  the  Society  of 
Friends  cannot  be  built  upon  a lack  of  Bible 
knowledge. 

The  family  joining  together  in  the  singing  of 
hymns  can  also  be  made  a helpful  exercise.  A 
knowledge  of  our  great  hymns,  who  wrote  them, 
how  they  came  to  be  written,  can  be  a means  of 
grace. 

No  list  of  books  for  spiritual  reading  is  given 
here;  the  range  of  possibility  is  wide,  and  people 


vary  greatly  in  temperament  and  taste.  It  would 
be  almost  impossible  to  give  any  general  answer. 

Olive  Wyon  in  her  book,  “The  School  of 
Prayer,”  has  said:  “When  we  have  resolved  to 
put  prayer  in  its  rightful  place,  one  of  the  first 
discoveries  we  make  is  that  we  are  called  to  a 
very  exacting  self-discipline.  If  we  are  to  give 
ourselves  we  must  possess  ourselves,  and  this  self- 
possession  is  not  given  to  us  at  birth.  Each  of  us 
has  a long  path  of  self-conquest  to  tread;  each  of 
us  has  to  find  a worthy  aim  in  life,  and  then 
dedicate  himself  whole-heartedly  to  it.  This  is 
the  work  of  our  whole  life,  and  to  achieve  it  we 
must  have  solitude.  It  is  when  we  are  alone  with 
ourselves  that  we  find  the  sources  of  our  being. 
Solitude  teaches  us  great  things;  it  is  the  temple 
where  God  speaks  and  where  we  can  commune 
with  Him  ‘face  to  face,’  and  after  we  have  seen 
His  light  in  the  Sanctuary,  we  shall  see  the  light 
in  the  humblest  of  His  creatures,  and  there  we 
serve  Him.” 

In  our  consideration  of  Prayer,  meditation 
must  be  included.  Someone  has  said,  “Medita- 
tion is  thinking  about  God  in  the  right  way  and 
then  doing  what  we  are  moved  to  do  by  our 
thinking.”  As  there  are  many  methods  of  medi- 
tation, space  will  not  permit  except  to  suggest  a 
simple  way  of  meditation:  Take  a Psalm  and  try 
to  think  out  the  situation  from  which  the  psalm- 
ist wrote;  you  can  be  as  simple  and  natural  as 
possible  about  this;  you  will  find  how  very  modern 
are  the  situations  from  which  these  great  prayers 
or  hymns  sprang.  Apply  what  you  find  to  your 
own  life  and  its  present  circumstances.  Then  turn 
the  Psalm  into  a prayer,  repeating  it  slowly  and 
thoughtfully  and  end  with  a practical  resolution, 
something  possible  to  do  on  that  day. 

The  more  we  study  Prayer,  the  more  we  see 
that  it  cannot  be  divorced  from  life.  We  are 
workers  together  with  God.  Perhaps  Father  Dan- 
iel Considine  has  expressed  the  gist  of  the  matter 
when  he  says:  “Let  our  lives  be  spent  simply  in 
working  for  God.  It  is  almost  impossible  for  most 
of  us  to  live  without  distractions,  telegrams,  tele- 
phones, letters,  and  so  on,  and  when  we  live  in 
a perfect  rush,  narrow  practices  cannot  be  carried 
out.  . . Working  for  God  gives  such  a reality  to 
life.  . . . No  matter  what  you  are  doing  or  how 
you  are  doing  it,  in  itself  it  is  not  the  value  of 
a grain  of  sand.  ...  It  is  only  grace  that  counts. 
On  your  knees  in  prayer,  or  eating  your  dinner 
no  matter.  If  God  doesn’t  wish  you  to  do  it,  being 
in  the  chapel  isn’t  a bit  better  thing  to  do  than 
eating  your  breakfast.  . . . The  one  thing  that 
concerns  us  is,  am  I doing  this  for  God?  .... 

I do  it  because  it  is  God’s  will,  and  so  He  is 
pleased  and  it  simplifies  life  wonderfully.”

Affenfion,  California  Friends! 

Action  is  now  being  taken  in  California  to  get 
the  issue  of  a Fair  Employment  Practice  Commis- 
sion on  the  ballot.  The  signatures  of  178,000  reg- 
istered voters  are  needed  to  achieve  this,  and  pe- 
titions are  being  circulated,  and  are  available  for 
circulation. 

Since  this  is  a cause  in  which  Friends  will  be 
interested,  may  we  call  the  necessity  of  individual 
and  responsible  participation  to  your  attention. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commission  proposed  will 
be  “to  make  it  illegal  for  anyone  to  discriminate 
in  employment  because  of  race,  religion,  color, 
national  origin  or  ancestry.” 

The  Federal  PEPC  has  been  filibustered  into 
oblivion  in  the  U.  S.  Senate.  The  California 
FEPC  Bill  was  killed  in  committee  in  the  State 
Legislature.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  undertake 
placing  the  issue,  by  initiative  petition,  on  the 
ballot. 

Friends  will  want  to  see  that  their  names  as 
registered  voters  are  on  a petition.  Those  inter- 
ested in  obtaining  a petition  for  circulation,  or 
further  information,  may  write  Southern  Califor- 
nia Committee  for  FEPC,  541  S.  Spring  St.,  Room 
911,  Los  Angeles  13.  (At  present  printing  we  do 
not  have  on  hand  the  address  of  the  northern 
branch  of  this  committee,  but  since  this  is  a state- 
wide concern,  a letter  addressed  to  the  above  will 
reach  adequate  destination.)

From  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends, 
meeting  at  Quaker  Cove,  Washington,  August 
1945,  to  Friends  in  Japan: 

Dear  Friends: 

We  are  happy  that  we  can  again  communi- 
cate with  you  by  letter  and  are  hopeful  that  we 
may  soon  be  able  to  meet  with  some  of  you  in 
person.  During  the  long  years  of  war  we  have 
not  forgotten  you.  Although  our  country  has 
fought  yours  with  inhuman  tools  of  war,  because 
most  of  our  people  have  believed  that  the  cause 
for  which  they  fought  was  right  and  just,  Ameri- 
can Quakers  have  continued  to  deplore  the  fright- 
ful destruction  of  life,  property,  and  understand- 
ing; and  we  have  protested  the  method  of  war  at 
every  opportunity.  Many  of  our  young  men  and 
women  have  refused  to  participate  in  war  or  war 
work  and  several  have  served  one  or  more  prison 
terms  as  a result. 

We  feel  that  we  must  share  the  awful  guilt  of 
war  as  we  did  not  find  effective  means  of  pre- 
venting it,  and  we  want  in  every  way  possible  to 
share  the  burden  of  suffering  which  has  fallen 
so  much  more  heavily  upon  you.  We  pray  God’s 
forgiveness  for  our  cruelty,  stupidity  and  ineffec- 
tiveness, and  we  ask  your  forgiveness  for  all  our 
misguided  people.  We  ask  also  for  the  privilege  of 
sending  some  of  our  people  and  our  resources  to 
help  you  in  the  gigantic  task  of  feeding,  clothing 
and  housing  those  who  suffer  amongst  you  as  a 
result  of  war. 

We  have  been  friends  to  the  thousands  of 
Ajmericans  of  Japanese  ancestry  who,  because  of 
the  war,  have  been  forced  to  leave  their  homes 
and  be  confined  in  camps.  We  are  happy  that 
they  are  now  permitted  to  return  to  their  homes 
and  become  our  neighbors  again. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  learn  of  the  loss 
of  property  of  many  Japanese  Friends,  and  we 
trust  that  the  schools  and  churches  may  soon  be 
rebuilt.  There  are  many  Americans  who  will 
want  to  help  in  the  tasks  of  reconstruction.  We 
are  a strange  people.  Even  those  who  are  ruthless 
in  war  are  often  willing  to  give  generously  of  their 
time  and  money  as  well  as  sympathy  to  aid  those 
who  have  suffered.  No  people  on  earth  can 
change  more  quickly  from  enemy  to  friends  than 
can  the  American  people.  It  is  also  true  that  most 
people  do  not  realize  the  suffering  caused  by  war, 
and  it  becomes  to  them  an  impersonal,  mechan- 
ical thing  not  greatly  affecting  their  sensibilities. 
It  was  believed  here  that  we  were  not  fighting 
against  the  Japanese  people,  but  against  the  mili- 
tary system  that  had  been  saddled  upon  the  peo- 
ple. Bombs  were  dropped  on  industrial  sights  and 
few  people  realized  the  tremendous  loss  of  civil- 
ian life  entailed. 

Plans  are  already  under  way  for  a delegation 
of  Friends  to  visit  with  you  and  reestablish  bonds 
of  friendship.  We  pray  that  the  time  may  soon 
come  when  we  may  live  as  brothers  and  children 
of  the  common  Heavenly  Father,  when  wars  and 
occasions  for  war  will  no  longer  exist.

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Educational  Conference 

The  conference  on  secondary  education  held 
January  12  at  Pacific  Oaks  was  called  for  two 
main  purposes:  to  become  acquainted  with  Cot- 
tonwood School,  and  to  learn  the  interests  and 
needs  of  parents  and  teachers  who  have  children 
or  talents  at  the  secondary  school  level.  Over  forty 
people  attended  one  or  more  of  the  sessions. 

In  the  morning  'Evan  Thomas,  director  of  Cot- 
tonwood, described  that  school’s  beginnings  and 
its  aims  for  developing  youngsters  physically, 
mentally,  spiritually  and  in  appreciation  of  cul- 
tural values.  Recognizing  the  great  vitality  of  this 
age  child,  the  Thomases  have  developed  a farm- 
house atmosphere  where  through  a rather  rigor- 
ous out-of-doors  life  may  be  combined  a daily  dis- 
cipline for  appreciating  one-another’s  personality, 
and  a growing  awareness  of  God.  Uppermost  in 
the  minds  of  all  present  were  the  four  needs  for 
developing  Cottonwood:  personnel,  sponsorship 
or  an  advisory  committee,  financial  backing,  and 
the  farm-subsistence  aspect  of  the  school  program. 

The  afternoon  session  provided  a tinie  for 
more  general  questioning.  A most  interesting  list 
was  volunteered  in  answer  to  the  question: 
“What  are  the  needs  of  high  school  children?” 
Disciplined  thinking,  security  in  their  own  age 
group,  creative  recreation,  active  associations  out- 
side family  group,  religious  experience  with  many 
groups  (undogmatic),  acquaintance  with  natural 
(rural)  life,  sense  of  simplicity  (not  only  single- 
ness of  purpose,  but  also  free  from  sophistications 
and  artificality),  many  adult  contracts,  sound  in- 
formation regarding  sex,  a feeling  of  responsibility 
for  supporting  oneself  (creative  living,  not  just 
making  a living),  and  adventure. 

No  definite  next  steps  were  planned  as  the 
outcome  of  this  conference,  although  need  was 
expressed  for  future  meetings  on  this  pattern  to 
discuss  more  specific  aspects  of  the  topic.

Alternatives  to  Military 
Service 

Continuation  of  the  draft  into  peacetime  has 
necessitated  action  on  the  part  of  the  A.F.S.C.  to 
set  up  voluntary  non-military  projects  which  are 
recognized  by  draft  boards  and  official  agencies 
as  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  deferments. 
The  following  have  thus  far  been  approved: 

1.  Public  Health  Service  in  Mexico.  A ma- 
laria-control project  consisting  of  the  spraying  of 
D.D.T.  will  be  conducted  near  Tetecala.  There 
may  be  opportunity  for  rehabilitation  of  an  Indian 
village. 

2.  European  Transport  Work.  In  cooperation 
with  Secour  Quaker  transportation  of  relief  sup- 
plies, building  materials,  food  and  personnel  is 
being  carried  on  in  eight  devastated  areas  in 
France.  In  Italy  similar  work  is  being  done  under 
the  sponsorship  of  U.N.R.R.A. 

3.  Inter-racial  Work  Camp  at  Indianapolis 
In  connection  with  Flanner  House  Settlement,  a 
year-round  work  camp  is  engaged  in  construction 
of  houses,  slum  clearance,  and  a group  handicraft 
program. 

Participation  in  these  projects  is  on  a volun- 
teer basis,  and  appointees  are  asked  to  pay  their 
transportation  and  $35  a month  toward  main- 
tenance. However,  none  should  fail  to  apply  for 
lack  of  funds,  as  scholarship  aid  is  available  when 
family.  Meeting  or  church  support  is  not  avail- 
able. 

Regarding  these  projects,  II-A  deferment  re- 
quests must  be  made  by  the  Service  Committee. 
Those  interested  in  such  work  should  apply  there- 
fore to  the  Personnel  Office,  A.F.S.C.,  20  South 
13th  St.,  Philadelphia  7,  Pa.,  preferably  not  later 
than  the  time  of  receipt  of  their  questionnaire 
from  the  local  draft  board.  Further  information 
can  also  be  secured  from  the  West  Coast  offices 
of  the  Service  Committee. 

An  additional  project  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
Brethern  Service  Committee,  Livestock  Shipping. 
Attendants  will  be  needed  this  summer  to  care  for 
animals  en  route  by  cattle  boat  to  various  Euro- 
pean ports.  Men  on  this  project  will  receive  $150 
for  a round  trip  of  six  to  nine  weeks;  there  are  no 
duties  on  the  return  voyage.  Farm  experience  is 
useful  but  not  required.  Men  interested  in  this 
project  should  write  Ben  Bushong,  Brethern  Serv- 
ice Committee,  New  Windsor,  Maryland. 


Apart  from  the  regular  routine  of  Meetings 
for  Worship,  Monthly  Meetings,  and  so  forth. 
Friends  of  Vancouver  have  united  with  the  local 
F.O.R.  to  study  and  discuss  matters  of  public 
concern.  The  meetings  have  been  held  in  the 
Friends’  Meetinghouse,  and  so  far  the  group  has 
been  engaged  in  a study  of  the  United  Nations 
Organization  . . . Joseph  Acomack  is  still  in 
China  .with  the  Canadian  Contingent  of  the 
F.A.U.  . . . Other  activities  in  which  individual 
Friends  take  part,  but  which  are  not  monthly 
meeting  concerns,  such  as  library  work  in  the  East 
End  of  the  city,  and  the  Happy  Friendly  Society 
for  people  of  60  years  of  age  and  over,  continue 
to  prosper. 
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Resident  Counseling  Center 

Pacific  Oaks  is  broadening  its  educational  pro- 
gram with  the  opening  March  4,  1946  of  a Resi- 
dent Counseling  Center.  “Resident  facilities  are 
provided  for  10  adults  (individuals  or  married 
couples).  All  .will  share  in  the  common  life  of 
the  school  community — in  worship,  work  and 
recreation.  Counseling  on  educational,  voca- 
tional and  housing  needs  will  be  provided  by 
staff  members  of  Pacific  Oaks  working  closely 
with  other  community  agencies,  individuals  and 
organizations.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  leisure- 
ly but  planned  explorations  in  the  areas  listed 
above.  There  will  be  a continuing  seminar,  de- 
cidedly informal  in  character,  which  will  study 
the  problem  of  how  to  live  creatively  in  the  post- 
war world  without  conforming  to  its  warped 
standards. 

“It  is  hoped  that  persons  especially  interested 
in  a new  and  more  creative  approach  to  edu- 
cation will  be  drawn  to  the  residence  unit.  The 
regular  school  program  will  be  open  to  those  who 
attend.  Courses,  conferences  and  seminars  in 
Child  Development,  Cooperatives,  Quakerism, 
Community,  and  Secondary  Education  are  al- 
ready established  or  being  planned  for  the  imme- 
diate future.  The  program  will  continue  to  grow 
out  of  the  resources  and  skills  of  those  who  join 
the  school  community.  All  who  are  present  will 
participate;  all  will  learn. 

“By  sharing  in  the  household  tasks,  the  cost 
can  be  kept  at  a minimum — $35.00  per  month, 
including  room,  meals  and  access  to  the  ragular 
school  activities.  It  is  expected  that  the  temporary 
maintenance  fund  of  A.F.S.C.  will  enable  dis- 
charged C.P.S.  men  to  participate  in  this  program 
if  they  choose  to  do  so.  Scholarship  funds  for 
others  will  be  available.  Time  in  residence  is  to 
be  flexible.  From  three  to  five  weeks  should  en- 
able each  participant  to  make  progress  toward 
meeting  his  needs. 

“Men  and  women  who  are  interested  should 
apply  to  the  Applications  Committee,  714  West 
California  St.,  Pasadena  2,  California,  stating 
briefly  their  plans  and  needs.  Whenever  possible, 
a personal  visit  to  Pacific  Oaks  is  preferred  to  a 
letter.  However,  letters  can  be  sent  forward 
through  the  A.F.S.C.  Camp  Representatives,  or 
the  Southern  California  Demobilization  Commit- 
tee, 426  N.  Raymond,  Pasadena  3,  or  sent  directly 
to  Pacific  Oaks.” 


The  Southern  California  Branch  of  A.F.S.C. 
has  been  sponsoring  an  extended  Institute  pro- 
gram. Earlier  lectures  were  Rhys  Davies  member 
of  the  British  Labour  Party,  and  Martin  Hall,  who 
has  a background  of  special  knowledge  of  condi- 
tions and  forces  within  Germany.  Devere  Allen, 
editor  of  Worldover  Press,  is  the  third  speaker 
sponsored  by  this  Institute.  Topics  in  a series  of 
some  fifteen  talks  by  him  from  March  4 to  8 
will  include  “The  Future  of  Democracy  in  Latin- 
America”  and  “Mexico’s  Coming  Crucial  Elec- 
tion.” In  connection  with  a presentation  of  the 
latter  subject,  special  invitations  have  been  ex- 
tended to  churches  and  groups  of  the  Mexican 
community  in  Los  Angeles.

Lewise  Langston,  who  during  the  past  three 
years  has  so  hospitably  received  C.P.S.  men  into 
her  home,  moved  to  Claremont,  California,  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1946.  Her  hostel  at  La  Loma  House  on 
Pacific  jOaks  campus  is  closed.  A new  project. 
Resident  Counseling,  (see  article,)  will  be  opened 
to  fill  the  needs  of  men  now  being  demobilized. 
Overnight  hospitality  for  men  on  furlough  in 
Pasadena  will  now  be  provided  at  the  Holliston 
Avenue  Methodist  Church,  1305  E.  Colorado. 


Esther  Rhoades,  clerk  of  Pacific  Coast  Asso- 
ciation, whose  work  among  the  Japanese- Amer- 
icans throughout  the  evacuation-and-return  pro- 
cess has  been  creative  and  untiring,  is  now  in 
Philadelphia  awaiting  passage  to  Japan.  Her  pres- 
ence in  Japan,  and  that  of  Gilbert  Bowles  who 
also  plans  to  go  soon,  ,will  be  most  encouraging 
particularly  to  Japanese  Christians. 


Eight  girls  are  living  cooperatively  at  Friends’ 
Center  in  Seattle,  most  of  them  students  at  the 
University  of  Washington.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Margaret  Blood  as  housemother,  they  spend 
four  hours  a week  in  household  duties,  and  tan- 
gible results  of  this  cooperative  effort  appear  at 
the  end  of  each  month  in  four  or  five  dollar  re- 
bates on  the  food  fee. 


Visitors  to  Orange  Grove  Meeting  in  Pasa- 
dena lately  have  included  Russ  Jorgensen,  a mem- 
ber now  living  in  Berkeley  . . . Harlan  and  Rose 
Barber  are  back  in  Southern  California  again  . . .

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Minutes  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends 
Held  Eighth  Month  16-18,  1946 


“Friends  gathered  this  year  in  the  beauti- 
ful setting  of  Pacific  Oaks  Friends  School  where 
enormous  oaks  and  tall  eucalyptus  trees  gave 
dignity  and  grandeur  to  the  spacious  ground. 
It  seemed  very  appropriate  to  meet  where  the 
physical  surroundings  were  a witness  to  the  ex- 
perience of  those  who  had  gone  before  as  well 
as  to  the  spirit  of  experiment  and  fresh  endeavor 
taking  form  in  the  lives  of  those  who  were  making 
this  new  effort  for  Friends  education  . . .

in  which  they  can  help  the  mutual  understanding 
and.  kindred  spirit  of  the  Friends  in  all  countries 
touching  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  Committee  on  the 
Pacific  Rim  Conference  will  function  as  a sub-commit- 
tee for  World  Friends’  Fellowship. 

The  Association  also  approved  devoting  a ses- 
sion in  next  year’s  meeting  to  this  concern;  pro- 
viding furxls  for  Friends  traveling  from  the  Orient 
to  this  country;  to  encourage  more  correspond- 
ence; to  make  the  Bulletin  available  to  all 
Friends  in  Pacific  Rim  meetings;  to  prepare  a mes- 
sage urging  that  a Pacific  Rim  conference  be  held 
as  early  as  possible.

Reports  of  the  activities  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
branches  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee were  given  by  Ellis  Williams  for  southern 
California,  Joe  Conard  for  the  Bay  area  and  Vir- 
ginia Barnett  for  the  northwest. 

Bob  Boyd  reported  the  conference  on  Friends 
Education  held  at  Pacific  Caks  Friends  School 
the  three  days  preceding  the  Association  meet- 
ings. This  conference  made  the  specific  recom- 
mendation to  the  Association  that  all  members 
try  to  read  two  books  together  th.is  next  year  in 
an  attempt  to  develop  a common  language  and 
spirit  among  us.  The  books  are  John  Woolman’s 
Journal  and  Howard  Brinton’s  (3uide  to  Quaker 
Practice  (the  revised  edition).  The  Association 
approved  this  suggestion. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  death  of 
Mary  Ward  on  August  17  at  the  age  of  90  years. 
Mary  Ward  was  friend  and  teacher  to  many 
students  at  Westtown  and  an  inspiring  member  of 
Pasadena  Monthly  Meeting  (Villa).

Phillip  Wells  reported  for  the  Friends  Fellow- 
ship Council  reminding  the  Association  of  the 
Council’s  function  to  provide  literature  to  the 
Wider  Quaker  Fellowship  (about  3,500);  to  serve 
as  a channel  for  developing  relationships  be- 
tween such  groups  and  established  meetings  and 
to  render  council  and  care 'for  these  groups  in 
their  transition  period. 

Edwin  Sanders  reported  for  the  American  Sec- 
tion of  the  World  (Committee  for  Corrsultation. 
The  following  minute  was  approved: 

The  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends  is  in 
sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  the  World  Committee 
for  Consultation  and  is  especially  concerned  about  its 
work  in  the  Pacific  Area.  We  are  pledging  Seventy- 
Five  dollars  to  the  work  of  this  Committee.  The  money 
is  to  be  raised  by  individual  contribution.  The  Asso- 
ciation looks  forward  to  the  time  when  Monthly 
Meetings  and  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends 
can  be  budgeted  for  it. 

A Finance  Committee  was  appointed;  George 
F.  Howell,  chairman,  William  James,  V’irginia 
Barnett,  Eubanks  Carsner,  Ellis  Jump,  Beatrice 
Shipley. 

Eubanks  Carsner  reported  for  the  Friends 
Committee  on  National  Legislation.  A discussion 
followed  in  which  attention  was  given  to  con- 
cerns for  the  status  of  restrictive  covenants  in 
California  and  the  Fair  Employment  Practices 
legislation.  Otto  Frey,  Margaret  Rohrer,  George 


Seventh  day  afternoon  (8/17) — 

The  meeting  convened  in  worship. 

An  extended  discussion  of  the  educational 
activities  of  the  P.C.A.F.  continued  in  the  after- 
noon session,  at  which  time  brief  reports  were 
heard  and  references  made  to  the  following  pro- 
jects: Tracy  secondary  school  plans  (Bob  Boyd), 
Pacific  Ackworth  Friends  School  (Alice  Way), 
Pacific  Oaks  Friends  School  (Molly  Morgenroth), 
Quaker  Group  at  U.C.L.A.  (Patrick  Lloyd),  a 
study  group  on  the  life  of  Jesus  to  be  led  by  Bea- 
trice Shipley  (Molly  Morgeroth),  Danish  com- 
munity at  Solvang  (Peter  Guldbrandsen). 

Tom  Johnson  reported  recent  developments 
in  the  Glendora  strike  group  emphasizing  the  need 
for  support  and  interpretation.  The  Association 
approved  the  following  minute  to  be  circulated 
where  most  helpful: 

TO  ALL  CONCERNED,  INCLUDING  GOVERN- 
MENT OFFICIALS,  FRIENDS  MEETINGS  AND 
OTHERS:  It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  in 
reviewing  the  current  strike  of  Civilian  Public  Service 
men  at  Glendora  and  elsewhere,  together  with  our 
knowledge  of  the  present  status  of  Civilian  Public 
Service  programs,  that  there  has  been  a violation  of 
the  original  intent  of  Congress  by  Selective  Service, 
in  that  (a)  no  compensation  has  been  given  the  men 
for  their  work,  (b)  that  no  provision  has  been  made 
for  accident  compensation  for  injury  or  death,  and 
(c)  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  support  of  their 
dependents  while  they  were  doing  work  of  national 
importance  in  service  to  the  nation.  Furthermore 
that  while  Selective  Service  is  a civilian  agency,  due 
to  the  fact  that  its  head  and  all  its  executives  at  the 
present  time,  who  are  connected  with  the  Camp  Oper- 
ation Division,  are  U.  S.  Army  officers,  the  intent  of 
Congress  in  putting  these  men  under  civilian  direction 
has  been  nullified.  We  urge  the  stopping  of  prosecution 
of  these  men  and  the  immediate  removal  of  the  causes 
of  the  strike. 

John  Way  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Visitation  in  the  absence  of  John  Dorland.  (John 
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and  Elsie  Dorland  were  on  a two  months’  visit 
across  the  country  and  Canada.)  John  described 
the  lO'day  field  trip  of  Pacific  Ackworth  students 
and  a family  adventure  with  traveling  in  Indian 
country  as  examples  of  visitation  along  with  the 
recognition  of  the  “visitations”  of  service  people  all 
around  the  world.  John  emphasized  that  our  visi- 
tation should  extend  beyond  the  “boundaries  of 
Friends”,  with  the  concern  to  translate  the  spirit 
of  the  frontier,  where  human  beings  had  to  de- 
pend on  each  other  for  simple  existence,  to  our 
contemporary  needs  where  the  task  is  so  difficult 
simply  to  live  in  the  world  as  brothers. 

Seventh  day  evening  (8/17) — 

The  meeting  convened  in  worship. 

The  report  of  the  Bulletin  Committee  was 
made,  but  after  brief  discussion  further  considera- 
tion was  deferred  until  the  Organization  Com- 
mittee’s report  was  considered.  The  report  of 
the  Organization  Committee  was  read  and  dis- 
cussed and  approved  when  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

I.  The  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends  in  1945 
expressed  itself  in  favor  of  a Pacific  Coast  Yearly 
Meeting. 

II.  During  the  year  Riverside,  Friends  House, 
Orange  Grove,  Honolulu,  and  Tracy  Meetings  have  ap- 
plied for  membership  in  the  PCAF  as  an  association 
of  meetings.  Palo  Alto  Meeting  has  expressed  eager- 
ness to  join  with  such  an  association  with  the  one 
reservation  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  be  a consulta- 
tive and  service  body,  but  not  an  authoritative,  legis- 
lative, or  taxing  body.  Seattle,  Victoria,  Vancouver, 
Tracy,  and  Friends  House  have  emphasized  the  need 
of  definite  Yearly  Meeting  commitment.  San  Fran- 
cisco suggests  no  change  in  the  PCAF,  saying  that 
it  is  already  recognized  as  a Yearly  Meeting.  They 
fear  a larger  budget. 

III.  The  PCAF  has  performed  the  function  of  a 
Yearly  Meeting  in  our  relations  with  the  rest  of  the 
Society. 

IV.  Within  the  Association  we  have  the  machinery 
to  perform  the  functions  within  a Yearly  Meeting. 

V.  The  need  for  an  inter-meeting  fellowship  is 
sharply  felt  by  the  growing  new  but  unorganized 
Meetings  in  the  area. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  to  the  several  Monthly 
Meetings  (Victoria,  Vancouver,  University  (Seattle), 
Berkeley,  San  Jose,  San  Francisco,  Palo  Alto,  Tracy), 
Hawaii,  Riverside,  Pasadena  (Villa  and  Oakland), 
Orange  Grove,  Friends  House,  and  Tucson)  the  fol- 
lowing minute  for  their  approval  and  adoption.  Those 
Meetings  which  approve  shall  be  Monthly  Meetings 
of  a Pacific  Coast  Yearly  Meeting.  Members  of  these 
Meetings  shall  be  members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
and  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  In  addition  to  these  in- 
dividuals, all  those  Meetings  and  Friends  belonging  to 
Monthly  Meetings  not  associated  with  the  Yearly 
Meeting  and  members  of  the  Wider  Quaker  Fellow- 
ship and  others  in  this  area  who  desire  this  fellow- 
ship, shall  continue  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of 
Friends  as  heretofore.  The  PCAF  shall  continue  to 
have  no  definite  membership.  Participation  in  it  does 
not  consittute  membership  in  the  Society  of  Fliends. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Association  and  Pacific  Coast 
Yearly  Meeting  will  meet  and  act  concurrently. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Yearly  Meeting  shall  be  a free 
association  of  Monthly  Meetings,  for  mutual  support 
and  consultation  and  for  furthering  such  concerns  as 
its  members  have  in  common.  Its  relationship  to  the 
Monthly  Meetings  is  consultative  and  not  authoritative 

Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Yearly  Meet- 
ing may  retain  membership  in  other  Yearly  Meetings 
if  so  desired. 


It  is  expected  that  the  Monthly  Meetings  will  form 
or  maintain  regional  associations  within  the  Yearly 
Meeting  corresponding  to  Quarterly  or  Half  Yearly 
Meetings  to  further  the  purposes  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, such  as  the  Southern  California  Friends  Fellow- 
ship in  Southern  California,  the  College  Park  Asso- 
ciation in  Northern  California,  and  a quarterly  Meet- 
ing in  the  northwest. 

Meetings  beyond  the  present  list  may  become 
members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  upon  application  ap- 
proved by  local  Quarterly  or  Half-Yearly  Meeting. 

Monthly  Meetings  will  be  responsible  for  their  own 
standards  of  membership  and  discipline.  A common 
discipline  wiU  arise  from  common  practice  and  asso- 
ciation. 

We  suggest  THE  GUIDE  TO  QUAKER  PRACTICE 
and  THE  BOOK  OP  DISCIPLHSTE  of  London  Yearly 
Meeting  as  helps  to  developing  sound  practice. 

All  money  for  Yearly  Meeting  purposes  shall  be 
raised  by  voluntary  subscription  from  Monthly  Meet- 
ings or  individuals.  The  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  may  suggest  to  Monthly  Meetings 
their  proportionate  share,  if  desired. 

Each  Monthly  Meeting  shall  appoint  a representa- 
tive and  alternate  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  who  will 
keep  in  touch  with  the  Yearly  Meeting  Secretary  and 
report  the  activity  and  concerns  of  the  Monthly 
Meeting  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  These  delegates  shall 
have  no  powers  different  from  those  of  other  members 
who  attend  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  officers  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  Association 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall 
be:  Presiding  Clerk;  Recording  Clerk;  Reading  Clerk; 
Treasurer;  Secretary. 

The  following  standing  committees  of  the  PCAF 
shall  continue  as  committees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

Finance  Committee:  (Treasurer  and  Secretary  to 
be  ex-officio  members).  To  prepare  a budget  for  the 
Yearly  Meeting  and  to  suggest  and  implement  means 
of  raising  it. 

Bulletin  Committee: 

V^itation  Committee:  To  promote  the  fellowship 
within  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  the  Association. 

Interim  Committee:  including  the  officers  and 
heads  of  standing  committees,  which  may  take  emerg- 
ency action  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  between  sessions, 
subject  to  approval  at  the  annual  meeting.  (To  replace 
Organization  Committee). 

The  Yearly  Meeting  will  continue  the  practice  of 
the  PCAF  to  appoint  representatives  to: 

The  Friends’  World  Committee  for  Consultation, 
American  Section. 

The  American  Friends  Fellowship  Council. 

The  American  Friends  Service  Committee. 

The  Secretary  shall  assemble  statistics  on  the 
membership  of  the  several  Meetings  so  that  we  may 
have  a more  accurate  picture  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
as  a v/hole  and  determine  the  areas  of  our  strengths 
and  weaknesses. 

Epistles  will  be  sent  out  from  this  body  signed  by 
the  Clerk  as  Clerk  of  Pacific  Coast  Yearly  Meeting 
and  Association. 

Monthly  Meetings  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  PCAF  their  action  regarding  the  above  minute 
and  their  suggestions  for  further  developments. 


Communications  v/ere  received  from  six  meet- 
ings for  a Yearly  Meeting  to  be  formed  and  one 
requesting  that  P.C.A.F.  remain  as  it  now  is.  It 
was  clarified  that  the  Association  was  not  in  a 
position  to  set  up  a new  Yearly  Meeting  but  only 
to  make  suggestions  to  the  monthly  meetings  for 
their  approval  and  action  at  next  year’s  session. 
Those  monthly  meetings  interested  in  forming 
this  new  yearly  meeting  will  send  delegates  to 
function  as  such  at  next  year’s  meeting.  “Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting”  was  approved  as  the  name  for 
the  new  yearly  meeting.  Appropriate  letters  were 
approved  to  accompany  this  report  of  the  Organi- 
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zation  Committee  to  be  sent  to  the  following 
groups  of  meetings:  the  fourteen  established  un- 
programmed  meetings,  the  unorganized  meetings 
associated  with  Pacific  Coast  Association  of 
Friends,  and  to  the  four  yearly  meetings  of  Cali- 
fornia, Oregon,  Indiana,  and  Canada. 

First  day  morning  (8/18) — 

Meeting  for  worship  was  held  in  the  meeting 
house  of  Pasadena  Monthly  Meeting  (Villa). 

First  day,  afternoon  (8/18) — 

The  meeting  convened  in  worship. 

The  Bulletin  Committee’s  report  was  read. 
Association  decided  it  was  not  ready  at  this  time 
to  obligate  itself  to  the  proposed  pattern  for  the 
Bulletin’s  publication  nor  to  the  necessary  budget 
for  carrying  out  this  program.  The  new  Bulletin 
Committee  was  asked  to  arrange  for  the  publica- 
tion and  production  of  the  Bulletin  with  as  many 
issues  as  finances  and  material  permitted.  The 
Association  approved  placing  the  Bulletin  on  a 
subscription  basis  of  $1.00  a year  regardless  of 
number  of  issues. 

The  Association  approved  a returning  minute 
for  Howard  Brinton.  The  following  wire  was  sent 
to  Iowa  , Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends:  “Loving  greet- 
ings from  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends 
Meeting  at  Pacific  Oaks,  Pasadena.  We  hope  your 
next  Yearly  Meeting  can  be  held  here.’’ 

The  Association  approved  the  following  min- 
utes on  the  Restrictive  Covenant  and  the  Fair 
Employment  Practices  Commission  with  the  hope 
that  these  might  be  widely  distributed  and  printed 
in  the  Bulletin: 


We  believe  it  to  be  a fundamental  right  of  all 
of  God’s  children  to  have  the  opportunity  to  live 
and  use  property  free  from  restrictions  imposed 
because  of  race  or  color. 

The  use  of  restrictive  racial  covenants  prohi- 
bits many  minority  individuals  from  finding  a 
place  to  live  in  accordance  with  their  economic 
status  and  personal  choice.  Instead,  it  forces  and 
confines  such  persons  into  overcrowded,  substand- 
ard areas,  with  all  of  the  attendant  social  costs. 
The  whole  community  suffers  because  this  kind 
of  segregated  housing  arrests  the  capacities  of 
human  beings  for  full  moral,  physical,  and  spiri- 
tual growth  as  children  of  God. 

The  presence  of  covenants  creates  frustration 
in  persons  who  want  to  live  normal  lives,  and 
they  create  fear  in  those  who  impose  covenants 
on  their  fellow  men.  This  frustration  and  fear  lead 
to  ever-increasing  tension  and  threatened  and 
actual  physical  violence. 

Therefore  we  strongly  disapprove  of  restric- 
tive racial  covenants  or  agreements  restricting 
ownership  or  occupancy  of  real  property. 

We  particularly  disapprove  of  the  practice  of 
state  courts  in  denying  human  rights  by  enforcing 
discriminating  covenant  agreements,  and  believe 
this  is  in  violation  of  the  Equal  Protection  Clause 
of  the  14th  Amendment  to  the  Constition  of  the 
United  States. 

From  the  beginning,  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  has  testified  to  the  equality  of  men.  In  the 
17th  Century  England  that  testimony  was  directed 


against  distinctions  on  the  ground  of  religious  be- 
lief, class  and  sex. 

America  is  a nation  made  up  of  people  of 
various  racial,  national  and  religious  backgrounds. 
Some  of  these  are  denied  all  employment  or  all 
but  the  most  unsatisfactory  employment,  be- 
cause of  their  race,  religious  belief  or  national 
origin.  Such  denial  grossly  violates  the  right  of 
all  men  to  equal  opportunity. 

The  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  the  Consti 
tution  of  the  State  of  California  recognize  and 
protect  the  right  of  all  men  to  enjoy  life  and  li- 
berty and  the  right  to  acquire  property.  These 
rights  are  taken  away  from  those  who  are  arbi- 
trarily denied  employment  in  an  age  when  most 
Americans  depend  on  employment  as  their  only 
source  of  income. 

An  initiative  petition  regarding  the  establish- 
ment of  a State  Fair  Employment  Practices  Com- 
mission will  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
State  of  California  in  the  general  election  next 
November.  The  proposed  measure  would  author- 
ize the  Commission  to  investigate  complaints  re- 
garding employment  discrimination  because  of 
race,  creed  or  national  origin,  to  attempt  settle- 
ment of  the  dispute  by  conciliation,  and  if  un- 
successful to  issue  orders  after  full  legal  hearing 
binding  on  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

We  favor  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  initia- 
tive petition.  It  will  protect  the  right  of  equal 
employment  opportunity  of  all  minorities,  e.g. 
Mexicans,  Negroes,  Orientals,  Catholics,  Jews, 
Friends,  Jehovah’s  Witnesses  and  others,  includ- 
ing conscientious  objectors.  The  measure  also 
applies  Friends  principles  by  using  conciliation 
as  a first  and  law  enforcement  as  the  last  resort.

The  Association  approved  a minute  to  be 
prepared  by  the  clerk  in  appreciation  to  Pacific 
Oaks  Friends  School  for  its  hospitality. 

Concern  was  expressed  by  Mary  Hansen  for 
the  2000  men  who  are  still  in  prison  as  con- 
scientious objectors  to  war  and  the  following  com- 
munication to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
was  approved: 

The  war  with  Japan  ended  one  year  ago  but  2000 
young  men  are  still  being  held  in  federal  prisons  for 
conscience  sake  with  sentences  which  in  some  cases 
will  not  expire  until  1951.  The  only  crime  these  men 
have  committed  is  refusal  to  kUl  their  fellowmen. 
Amnesty  has  recently  been  granted  to  political  prison- 
ers in  Brazil,  Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  India,  Greece, 
Japan  and  to  all  but  a few  in  British  prisons. 

The  ancient  testimony  of  the  Society  of  IFYiends 
against  war  continues  to  express  the  Society’s  posi- 
tion. We  feel  that  we  may  well  raise  the  question 
whether  any  young  men  who  are  in  prison  because 
of  opposition  to  war  should  be  there  now  that  hosti- 
lities have  ceased.  We  urge  immediate  amnesty  for 
all  of  these  men  with  restitution  of  civil  rights  to  all 
from  whom  they  have  been  taken. 

The  Association  heard  and  approved  the  epis- 
tle from  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of  Friends, 
as  follows: 

The  EPISTLE  from  the  PACIFIC  COAST  ASSO- 
CIATION OP  FRIENDS  meeting  at  Pacific  Oaks 
Friends’  School  in  Pasadena,  Calif.,  U.  S.  A.  16th  to 
18th  of  Eighth  Month,  1946. 

TO  FRIENDS  EVERYWHERE: 

Dear  Friends: — 

In  simplicity,  humility  and  steadfastness,  we  have 
deep  joy  in  the  awareness  that  we  share  with  you  in 
the  inclusive  unity  that  arises  from  the  One  Kernal 
Source,  Our  Father.  The  faith,  hope  and  loving  kind- 
ness expressed  in  your  messages  to  us  are  very  helpful. 

Our  meeting  here  has  included  representatives  from 
British  Columbia,  Hawaii,  Washington,  Oregon,  Cali- 
fornia and  visiting  Friends  from  other  areas.  Zeal 
to  maintain  and  strengthen  the  bonds  that  unite  us 
has  not  made  us  overlook  the  values  in  our  diversities. 
’The  concern  for  more  effective  organic  relationship 
has  been  a dominant  factor  in  our  deliberations  and 
has  been  recognized  as  related  to  our  other  deep 
concerns.  We  have  once  more  given  prayerful  thought 
to  the  formation  of  a Pacific  eYarly  Meeting  and  this 
matter  will  now  go  forward  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Monthly  Meetings. 

We  feel  a special  responsibility  to  identify  our- 
selves with  Friends  of  the  entire  Pacific  Rim  and 


we  eagerly  seek  light  on  the  paths  we  should  follow. 
Friendly  education  for  people  of  all  ages  received 
earnest  consideration  in  the  light  of  our  projects  in 
progress  and  the  Educational  Conference  at  this  same 
place  immediately  preceding  our  meeting.  We  were 
impressed  with  the  need  of  more  work  in  the  field 
of  inter-cultural  and  inter-racial  relations.  Problems 
of  the  Social  order  in  the  field  of  legislation  were 
dwelt  upon  with  special  consideration  of  safeguards 
for  members  of  religious  and  racial  minorities. 

Possibilities  of  service  through  varied  forms  of 
community  intervisitation  and  friendly  helpfulness 
were  impressed  upon  us. 

The  intensity  of  interest  in  our  special  concerns 
was  held  in  proper  bounds  by  humble  awareness  of 
our  inclusive  purposes.  Worship  based  on  unhurried 
silence  contributed  greatly  to  the  accomplishments  of 
all  our  sessions. 

We  earnestly  solicit  your  prayers  that  in  our  eager 
efforts  to  shoulder  the  responsibilities  offered  us  we 
shall  be  made  able.  We  hope  that  in  the  days  ahead 
we  may  be  deeply  sensitive  to  the  Inner  Light  in  the 
sure  knowledge  that  only  so  can  we  make  our  best 
contribution.

This  Issue  . . . 

This  is  the  first  issue  of  the  Friends  Bulletin 
under  the  new  Bulletin  Committee  and  we  look 
forward  to  the  year  with  considerable  anticipa- 
tion. The  uncertainty  which  seemed  to  mark  the 
deliberations  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  in 
regard  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Bulletin  in  the 
year  ahead  are  proper  indications  of  the  uncer- 
tainty which  Friends  must  feel  for  the  nature  of 
the  demands  which  the  next  months  will  make 
on  all  of  us  and  our  questioning  as  to  the  most 
helpful  form  Friends  response  should#take  to  the 
responsibility  we  assume  everywhere.  What  im- 
pact has  the  atomic  age  made  on  us  as  individuals 
and  as  meetings?  In  the  light  of  this  day  what  is 
our  need  for  a yearly  meeting?  Where  are  the 
new  sources  of  people  and  inspiration  which  will 
help  us  he  the  brave  new  world  we  all  would 
build?  What  form  shall  our  evangelism,  our  “good 
news”  take  that  will  not  alienate  the  skeptic,  nor 
comfort  the  platitudinous,  nor  dismay  the  un- 
initiate, when  we  would  rather  confirm  and 
strengthen  the  faithful,  arouse  and  shake  loose 
the  settled  Friend  and  encourage  the  seeker?  To 
articulate  such  questions  and  discover  the  people 
who  are  giving  answers  to  them  is  the  high  calling 
of  this  Bulletin  and  v/e  must  all  participate. 

The  Bulletin  Committee  has  appointed  three 
regional  editors  for  the  Bulletin  this  year,  each 
to  be  responsible  for  two  issues  specially  empha- 
sizing interests  and  activities  in  their  region  as 
well  as  in  advising  and  collecting  material  for  each 
issue.  A tentative  schedule  for  them  is  as  follows: 
Phillip  Wells  (southern  California)  October  and 
March;  William  James  (the  Bay  area  and  North- 
ern California)  December  and  May;  Ben  Darling 
(northwest)  January  and  July.

INTRODUCTION  TO  JOHN  WOOLMAN’S  JOURNAL 

Ed.  Sanders 

The  following  comments  concerning  the  journal 
oF  John  Woolman  have  been  stimulated  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  P.C.A.F.  to  read  this  book  together  before 
our  meeting  next  year. 

Friends’  reading  groups  wishing  to  combine 
the  devotional  and  the  discussable  have  found 
nothing  to  equal  the  Journal  of  John  Woolman. 
His  self-searching  his  discoveries  of  power  to  over- 
come his  own  sense  of  weakness  afford  rich  re- 
sources for  deepening  the  springs  of  our  ministry; 
his  use  of  “direct  action”  in  challenging  the  con- 
science of  slave-holders  provides  a springboard 
for  consideration  of  the  spirit  and  method  in 
which  Friends  today  seek  to  challenge  the  indus- 
trial exploitations  of  our  time. 

Woolman’s  sharp  awareness  of  the  connec- 
tion between  superfluity  and  war,  between  high 
income  from  rents  and  the  degradation  of  work- 
ing-men, his  ministry  among  the  sailors  when  he 
insisted  on  sleeping  in  the  steerage  on  a trip  to 
England — these  illustrate  the  quality  which  makes 
him  probably  the  most  contemporary  of  all  “clas- 
sical” Friends,  as  well  as  a pioneer  American 
prophet-saint  with  whom  no  young  American 
should  grow  up  unacquainted. 

Immediately  the  Journal  suggests  moot  ques- 
tions for  our  consideration:  What  is  our  equiva- 
lent in  this  day  for  Woolm.an’s  refusal  to  eat  in 
the  homes  where  slaves  were  kept  when  visiting 
Quarterly  Meetings?  Should  Friends  travelling 
in  the  ministry  travel  “steerage”  as  Woolman 
did?  Families  and  meetings  are  urged  to  send  in 
other  questions  for  our  general  consideration 
whose  joint  consideration  might  conceivably  lead 
us  closer  into  that  religious-revolutionary  way  of 
life  which  marked  John  Woolman  and  which 
played  an  important  part  in  the  discussions  of  the 
Education  Conference  this  summer. 
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
